THE HORRORS OF THE STORM. 
Fuller particulars hive been received re* 
gilding the effects of th 3 storm in South­ 
ers Wisconsin. 
The accounts published 
yesterday were comparatively meagre, and 
did not give anything like a full descrip­ 
tion of the devastation aud loss of life. In 
Mineral Point, which suffered mare than 
any other town on the line of the cyclone, 
there were eight lives lost, and the damage 
10 property is estimated at f 100,000, which 
is considered low. So far as heard from 
the loss of life in ISouthtru Wisconsin is 
placed at 40, and about IOO persons were 
more or less injured. The destruction of 
property is almost incalculable. Thenum< 
ber oi buildings which have been destroy 
cd is estimated at over IOO. Additional 
particulars will be found in our telegraphic 
columns, to which our readers arc referred.

1876, which gave Tilden 15C,900. To be 
■ore, in 1872, the Democrats contributed 
largely to General Grant's immense major* 
tty. They were dissatisfied with Greeley, 
and were were not pleased with O'Conor, 
and they went over to Grant by the tens of 
thonsands. Then, he carried ten Southern 
States by large majorities, bat under the 
Democratic system of bulldozing, violence, 
and intimidations, Hayes carried but two 
Southern States. The great change in the 
popular vote between 1872 to 1876, can not 
be attributed so much the unpopularity of 
Grant’s administration, as to the failure of 
securing to the Southern Republicans a 
free and honest election. 
There are a great many Republicans 
who have sympathy for the present admin­ 
istration, who woald oppose Grant's third 
nomination chiefly for the reason that they 
hold him in a large measure responsible 
for the condition of things in Louisiana 
and South Carolina. For several years’there 
had been many Republicans in the North 
who deprecated the use of the military for 
the support of the State Governments in 
the South. This condition of facts sur­ 
rounding the question had deterred Grant 
rom recognizing Packard in Lou is’ana, 
and Chamberlain in South Carolina, after 
the election in 1876. 
There was no doubt 
both were honestly elected ; and for lour 
months alter the election Grant was Presi­ 
dent, and had the power to sustain them 
simply by recognizing them. But this he 
failed to do. He concluded to leave that 
very delicate business to Hayes.

passed on. and as Grant's term drew to a 
close, 
tbs 
power

and Chamberlain to sustain {themselves be. 
gas to wane. 
He refused to recognize 
either one, and this gave the Democrats in 
the two States renewed confidence and 
hope, and rapidly strengthened the posi­ 
tions of Nicholls and Hampton.

charged the overthrow of Packard and 
Chamberlain, ie the refusal of Grant to 
recognize them, and yet he deprecated any 
attempt to sustain them by military force* 
For Grant’s lack of courage, a9 they call 
it, to hasten to the rescue of Packard and 
Chamberlain, when the Democracy was 
overpowering them, he will receive tho op­

The prospects of peace are certainly bright­ 
er to-day than they have been for some 
time past. The Czar is resolute in regard 
to the retrocession of Bessarabia, but has 
made considerable concessions in regard to 
the limits of Bulgaria. 
There need be no 
surprise if Russia, under the pressure, con­ 
sents to reduce the indemnity one-half, or 
even more.” 
L ondon, May 25.—A Vienna correspond­ 
ent telegraphs thai the hopeful disposition 
in political circles increases,especially in St. 
Petersburg and Berlin. Tnere has been 
an active Interchange of ideas between 
Austria and Great Britain, which, there is 
^very reason to believe, has by this time 
led ton pretty perfect understanding be­ 
tween them, so that Russia by coming to 
an understanding with England, will also 
agree with Austria.

M adison, May 25.—Further reports from 
the scene o! the recent cyclone this morn­ 
ing are heart rending in the extreme. 
Wholo farms are laid waste, and whole 
families killed ; at least twenty-five persons 
are known to be killed, and twice as many 
more seriously injured in this county alone. 
The storm commenced south of southwest 
of Mineral Point, going across the State in

of northeast 
direction, and 
expendi ag its force near Waukesha and 
Milwaukee. While Mineral Point and|Fort 
Atkinson suffered 
seriously, this county 
suffered far greater in loss of life and 
property. The dire effects of the storm 
wa9 greater from Primrose, rn the south­ 


west part of this county, to within six or 


eight miles South of here, where it seemed 
to rise, aud again approached earth near 
Fort 
Atkinson. 
The 
storm 
in 
passing through this county was from n 
quarter to a half a mile rn width, and 
mowed everything in its path. 
Nearly a quarter of a century ago a storm 
of liko nature passed through nearly the 
identical portion of country. Agreat deal 
of the land is low and wet, and scientific 
men are of the opinion that electricity bas 
a great deal to do with the cause and loca­ 


tion of the tornado.

ADDITIONAL PARTICULARS. 
William Coates, an eye witness of the 
destruction oi Spenseley’s house, which is 
substantially as follows: Probably it is a 
good description of the general work of 
the terrible cyclone, which Icommenced at 
Belmont Mount, about fifteen miles from 
Mineral Point, and seemed to sweep into 
the vortex of destruction everything its 
fierce power came in contact with. Trav­ 
eling in a northeasterly direction, it struck 
the town of Mineral Point about 3:30 
p. m. Thursday, and in a few minutes 
death and desolation were the result. 
Mr. Spensely’s house was totally demol­ 
ished, most of it carried up in the air and 
scattered to the four quarters of the com­ 
pass. There were twelve persons in the 
house, and when they saw the angry black 
clouds and fierce lightning coming toward 
them they thoughtfully entered me cellar, 
ruuning down a stairway leading from the 
dining room. AH got in the basement, 
except Mrs. T. C. Roberts and Mrs. Maria 
Waller. Mrs. Roberts remained on the 
stairs urging Mrs. Waller to follow 
her, 
but all at once Mrs. filberts thought that 
one ot her tour children was left np stairs 
aod 
started 
to 
get 
It 
Mrs. 
Waller 
following 
her. The storm 
then struck the house, aod Mrs. Roberts 
retreated to the stairs again feeling sure 
that all the children were iu the basement. 
The frame house oscillated and cracked 
visibly, while the stairs on which Mrs. 
Roberts stood were moving about ready to 
fall. Tho windows of the hm m were 
blown in, the glass and eash tailing like 
hail upsn the helpless women, the doors 
flew open. the house was cleft in twain, 
and the strong air grasped the form of 
Mrs. Waller, and after bearing it aloft 
about 460 feet dashed her to the grouod, 
upon which she fell a lifeless corpse, with 
two arms broken, anil ber body omerwise 
bruised. Her shoes were taken from her 
feet aod carried away on the wings of a 
furious wind. 
The house was entirely demolished, and 
swept from the foundation, leaving the ter­ 
rified women aod children on the site. Part 
of the house was found one mile away, aod 
a rafter of the house was found over a 
mile distant, driven over five feet into me 
grouod. 
A large barn and cirriage-house stood 
about 300 feet northeast of the hoose, 
which contained several buggies and cut­ 
ters, horses, etc. The barn and contents, 
except the horses, were a total wreck.

Tho conti­ 
nent of your fathers is to be redeemed and 
here in your native land you are to rise 
higher and higher in scales ot humanity, till 
prejudice dies away and all the positions 
of responsibility and honor which shall 
show yourselves compgtent to fill, shall be 
open to you.

In 1874 Blondcau was fortunate enough 
to be successful in saving the life of a man 
who had been caught la the ropes as the 
balloon leit the ground.

Blondcau had got his Alont- 
goltkr, with the trapeze underneath, all in 
readiness ; more than twenty men were at 
the ropes that held the swaying monster 
down ; the order was given to let go, and 
the ballon dashed up ; but an unfortunate 
man was caught by the leg aud carried up 
by tho loose cordage above the trapeze. 
The crowd remained silent and horror- 
struck in that moment of horrible suspense;

la w atering plants care is necessary, 
der the treatm ent of people of lim ited e x ­ 
perience rn window gardening:, plants are 
ap t to suffer from a lack o f w aler or from a 
too abundant supply;they are either starved 
or drow ned. 
T he result in tith e r case is 
about the sam e; the leaves tu rn yellcy, drop 
off and the w hole plant presents a sickly 
and lor!orn appearance. 
N othing is m ore 
depressing to a lover of dow ers than a 
sickly, starved-looking specim en o! vege­ 
tation. 
M uch lees w ater Is necessary' in 
cold than w arm w eather, as the plants 
then grow but slowly. 
M orning seems to 
be th e most suitable titne for w atering, and 
luke-w arm w ater should be used, applied 
to the surface of the soil. 
I have t oiuc- 
tim es seen it poured into th e saucers ut 
pots, to soak into the earth at its leisure; 
but nature does not perform her operations 
by such a process, but sends the rain down 
from above and probably her exam ple will 
be safe to follow. 
T he plants should be 
w atered thoroughly, so th at the m oisture 
will penetrate to th eir roots. 
Those who 
are constantly dribbling a sm all supply of 
w ater on their plants w ill not have them 
in a flourishing condition for any length ol 
tim e. 
T he reason is obvious;the surlace et 
th e soil is k ept moist, bu: the roots perish 
from w ant ot w ater. A plant should not he 
w atered until it is in a condition to recieve 
a liberal supply of the elem ent, w hich bciog 
Elven, it only asks to be Jet alone for a sea­ 
son. 
Desides w atering th e roots the foli­ 
age requires nearly as m uch attention. 
W arm baths, show ering, etc., are necessary 
to rem ove dust and dirt, w hich are as in ­ 
jurious to the plant as they are to the bu 
m an ract.—Exchange.

Dome interesting experim ents have re­ 
cently been m ade by the medical faculty 
oi M ichigan U niversity, in order to deter 
m ine the teat of hunger and th irst in the 
anim al system 
A dog was chloroform ed 
after having been fed a hearty m eal, and, 
m usculo-m em braneous reservoir for food 
was largely distended, an incision was m ade 
through th e abdom en, over th e large c u r- 
vlture of th e stom ach, into th at organ. 
T hen a silver tube, a quarter of an inch in 
diam eter and an inch and a halt long, wan 
inserted in the cut, th e other end of w hich 
was then corked up. 
T he tube has half- 
inch flanges at both ends, th e inner flange 
serving to keep the tube in place w hile the 
outer flange closely shuts the exterior. T he 
dog still lives w ith his stom ach p e rm a ­ 
nently on U p; In tact the operation in no 
w ay affects the health oi th e mastiff, al­ 
though in undergoing the severe ordeal to 
w hich be is now at tim es subjected in the I 
^.U rest of science, bunger com pels him to 
eat about six lim es as m uch as form erly. 
T h e result of the experim ent proves th at 
th e seat of hunger is not in the stom ach 
neither is the seat of thirst the throat, but 
th a t they both reside in Hie system at large. 
T h e dog was perm itted to eat a hearty 
m eal, w hich was im m ediately taken from 
him via the tube. 
In a few m inutes, after 
recovering from his fright, he would eat an 
equally large quan tity of food, aud so on to 
an y e x te n t 
A gain, he has not been per­ 
m itted to have anything to cat for say 
tw enty-four hours. 
Food would then be 
Injected into his stom ach through the tube. | 
N otw ithstanding his stom ach was already 
full, the anim al would at once gulp dow n I 
m ore food ; but, if sufficient tim e was given 
for th e injected food to en ter the system , I 
he would then refuse ail th at was set before I 
him .

or email end, in a box or b&skef, or any­ 
thing that will hold eggs.

anything between them, nor do we put 
them up “air tight/* but we always keep 
them in the cellar. 
Eggs that we have put 
away in thi9 position lust fall are today— 
atter six months—as fresh and good aa the 
day they were laid, and we have never 
found one that was spoiled or stale among 
them, when thus served. 
We feel confi­ 
dent that they would keep good and fresh 
tar one year. I wish some of your readers 
would try this method and see how long 
they can keep them, and then report the 
results.—Ax.

Barley as Forage Crop. 
For feeding milch cows barley cut just 
before the grain ripens is a valuable forage 
crop. There is sufficient time in a season 
to mature two such crops on the same 
field. The ground should bo belter pre­ 
pared, by thorough harrowing, for barley 
than for any other grain crop, since the 
roots, like the straw, are soft and flexible, 
not being capable of penetrating hard soil. 
To give the beet results, barley should 
be sown on rich. mellow, warm soil, while 
it will not do as well on greensward as 
many other crops, unless the sods are thor* 
ougbly harrowed. Barley abounds in milk 
producing qualities, and the straw, after 
being threshed, is better than any other tor 
value rn feeding stock. The 
straw is 
soft and sweet, and notwithstanding the 
beards, stock prefer it to other straw. 
I find to my experience that grass will 
get a better catch when sown with barley 
than with any other grain, and since it 
matures early, it is not as liable to lodge, 
and again, does not exhaust the aoli by a 
growth of straw, as it is the case with oats 
or wheat, neither is it as .subject to rust 
when sown late as the oat crop. 
Barley 
can be sown into land which; bas to lay 
well into the season before drying of suffi­ 
ciently to work, or such as maoy farmers 
would think coaid only be sown to buck­ 
wheat. Eighty-five days in a favorable 
locality, and In a fair season, will give 
sufficient time for isising and harvesting 
a barley crop. Barley should be cut before 
mowed by hand, 
best method, can be 
pitched out of tho swath by rooting up, 
thus preventing the loss occasioned through 
handling, and the dropping off the heads

A special meet io f of the C ity Council 
was held last evening to consider the ques­ 
tion of establishing water-works in the 
city. 
Mayor Norcross presided, and a lull 
board was present. 
Alderman Davies moved that if any gen­ 
tleman had any proposition to m ake, be 
should present it at once. 
This motion be­ 
ing carried Dr. H. Calmer came to the 
front, and informed iheC ouaciijLliatthtfor' 
mal proposition was not quite ready, but 
that during the few minutes of waiting it 
woald be advisable perhaps to hear from 
Mr. S. L Wiley, H ti. L. W iley A Co., Bos­ 
ton, who was extensively engaged in build* 
iog w ater-work^ m various cities, and 
whose firm would be toe one relied upon to 
establish the work here, if the enterprise 
was pushed to com pletion. 
Toe Mayor lur) bet lug the invitation for 
Mr. W iley to speak, that gentleman came 
forward, aud staled his ease, his remarks 
tieing in substance rn follows: 
It may accra to cum.* an abrupt way for ne to 
come with a proposition sur|» ae we are ahunt to 
present,.but we can only rind earh towns as we 
want bf ruins; to them directly and acc in* them. 
and examining their tin an • tai condition. A iirtn 
carryall' ro mucn money into a town aa we do 
where we establish a oiks, of coarse want lo know 
whether there is any large bonded debt or other 
liuancial difficulties to contend With. 
Id cooree 
we do not propose to give a town capital out and 
oat, but a e seek a permanent Investment of large 
fume of Eastern capital, where ac can do so with 
•ately. We expect to get tome return for the 
capital, but years of experience show to us that 
this benefit i# mutual, aud thai ll liuipa the loan 
where we establish such work*, even more than 
it helps us. The filet question we asked on coin­ 
ing to your city was as to your financial standing 
and a bet ber the town was in debt or not, for we 
cannot put $ lf*!,OOO or flSI,OC!t into a town'whlch 
is covered by debt. Having settled this question 
we present a proposition lur you lo consider We 
have several systems of wuter-works, and we 
sometimes put rn one and sometimes another, 
according to the particular condition of the town 
and the outline of the land. 
Sometimes .we ar­ 
range it by gray it Ilion and sometimes by direct 
pumping. lu looking over the city it would 
seem that the direct pumping system wa* most 
advisable here. We ask a town to lay pipes, and 
we furnish the supply at as low rales as are es­ 
tablished in any city, ani from the collection of 
there we secure our pay. We extend our lines as 
the necessity demands, and keep a sutilcient sup. 
ply on baul at all lim .s* As part remuneration 
w« ask the city to pay us what is paid before for 
the fire department, fjr under our system there 
is no need of fire cl.; in ct. and these can be sold. 
We offer a better Arc protection than the engines, 
for where yon put on two streams in the'ccntreof 
the toa’D, we can puton ten. Olny abo::! a quarter 
of the town has agy benefit from the fire depart­ 
ment, because there is no way of patting a stream 
only on central portions of the city. 
We pro 
pose to give you a supply for the whole town. A 
mile distant lr oui the river ive can give you the 
•ama pressure aa you can get by the steam era clote 
to the river, la seven different towns we have 
reduced the rate of ins ranee from 35 to 35 per 
cent. At Ottumwa. Iowa, last year, (atownabont 
like this, and having about 11,000 inhabitants) 
there was $15,o>i less paid lor insurance than 
before we put works in 
there.

cerned. We keep np at our works a constant 
pressure of eighty pounds, and in an instant can 
put on the fire pressure of from 135 to lt0i«ounda* 
The pumping machinery is all in duplicate so 
that no possible accident can cut off the supply, 
In town- oi this si e we cu e a pumping capacity 
of 3,000,(Kit gallons dully, a sufficient supply for 
leu such cities as this. We always make the ca­ 
pacity of the mains three or four times the pres­ 
ent needs of the town. We deem it advisable to 
make these extensive improvements at once, 
even at the rick of present lo**, rattier than wait 
until more mains are deuitnued and then be 
compelled to overhaul the work already done. 
We shall pipe both sides of the river, prating in 
IG inch mains, an I from these running out the 
fin aller pipe# of Ii, lh, 3 aud 0 inches, according 
to the distance lr nm the supply. But we are ask 
od, suppose a section breaks? We run all our 
pipe# in parallel lines as* far a* j«ossible. Thou 
we divide cur mains up into set tii>ns,ol two, three 
or fjor block*, a cording lo whether they arc in 
lh* center of the town cr at adistancc. We put 
iu valves, so that if a break occur* we Can cutoff 
iii** sect I rn. aud repair ii without interfering 
with th# rest of the pipes, the supply being kept 
npthrongh the main pipes to the tither sections- 
Even if we put in nj hydrants it will not supply 
the city as ii should be supplied. Every .street 
#hnuld hate a (hydrant, hut with i>2 you could 
have one at every other street, and in the center 
of the city somewhat nearer. We put them in 
not over boff feet apart, *,* that you could get two 
streams at any time in case of fire in the places 
away from the central portion of the cay. We 
submit I hi* proposition through the company al­ 
ready organised, localise it holds the franchise. 
After the works are completed we always reor­ 
ganize and elect new officers so that the organiz­ 
ation shall bo a strictly local one. Wo deem it 
better to keep IM company in a town where the 
works aro put, so that if acy differences should 
arise between the company and the citiftons they 
can be more readily settled. Those who have 
charge of the works also have the local interests 
of the town at heart. The comj»any Itself intends 
lo repair all breaks and ke> p hydrants in order. 
Where hydrants arc broken from carelessness or 
neglect, or runaways or any such canto, the par­ 
ty causing the damage is looked to for the cost of 
repairs. 
Dr. Palm er in presenting tho proposition 
preceded it by a few remarks. 
He §ald 
that the city had long been needing water­ 
works. Tho wells were constantly becom­ 
ing polluted. 
The nature of the soil was 
such that any well or cistern would become 
polluted at a distance cf sixty feet from any 
p n ry or ceti-pool, and as the city became 
more thickly populated this evil would be­ 
come worse. 
The Company had been ne­ 
gotiating and col responding for some time, 
and had received several propositions but 
none seemed until cow tuck as would be 
satisfactory lo the Citizen*. 
Ail proposi­ 
tions received before would obligate the 
city heavily sooner or liter. 
By this prop­ 
osition lunds would Lo furnished by others, 
and rates would be ss low as in other cities 
where a bonded debt of from one to two 
millions had be fin Incurred to secure Waler* 
works.

secure the capital toconstrucl such works, we, in 
behalf of said company, aek your honorable body 
to contract with said company lor a number of 
years, for sixty-two or more doable fire hydrants, 
located at such points as the Connell may direct, 
not to exceed four hundred feet apart on prin­ 
cipal streets; all the hi drants to be set in the 
best manner and to be ready for use when turned 
over to the silty; and that you will ac fee to pay 
the said company tbs sam of eighty dollar* per year 
each for ase oC amu hydrants, with the privilege 
at any tim* to ite ra te tbs number to one hun­ 
dred. 
When that number is reached the compa­ 
ny agree to reduce the price to seventy-five dol­ 
lars per year each. The company agree to main­ 
tain, at all limes, a pressure of seventy-five 
pounds per square inch. lo case of firs the pres­ 
sure may be instantly increased to maintain at 
least seven e Asci aal streams, at a beigbt of one 
hundred feet In the basinets portions of tho city 
or Ave streams la tbs highest portion of the city. 
Oar company propose, In order to meet tte re­ 
quirements ol the city, to Jay at least twelve 
miles of mains, aud shallot all times be willing 
to respond to calls for more os the city may re­ 
quire. Our company also agree that the rates for 
domestic use shall not exceed the sum of six dol­ 
lars i«r year for families of three persons. The 
capacity of the works proposed by oar company 
is about three million gallon* per day, or enough 
for six each cities as oars. We aboil have dupli­ 
cate machinery to provide against accident, and 
have the street mains so divided into sections 
and supplied with valves, that the fire supply will 
not be interfered with by any breakage or other 
accidents. All parts of the works will be con­ 
structed in the most reliable and substantial 
manner, and we believe the rates of insurance 
with such works as we propose, will be reduced 
fully SI per cete, making * saving of tSff.&M u> 
our citizens per annum. We are willing to make 
our contract wl'h the city in such •manner that 
It will be void if we do not carry out our proposi­ 
tion to the letter. 
Having thus stated* our proposition to your 
Honorable body we ask you to give ii your favor 
able consider* I ion.
